The first oration from the graduates 
was by E. U.Sothoron.of Washington, 
O C. The fehowiug is his oration : 
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The Industry of America Is purely 
based upon three elements viz : Wants, 
Work and Wealth. Glance, if you 
please, at the work of the Industrious 
man of America, and you will find that 
be bas his daily want*. In order to 
satisfy these wants, he works, and from 
his hard labor he reaps hi* vast wealth. 

These three elements, however small 
they may seem, have made America 
what it is u>-iiiiy . These wants of nian 
from vital to physical have elevated 
him by gain lug treasures from the 
darkest part of nature and the hidden 
utility of knowledge by increasing the 
scope of the inventor'* field of duty. 
How many simple contrivance* by the 
use of which the want* of man may be 
satisfied are wrapped in day knees from 
the simple reason that man is not yet 
advanced enough to discover their util- 
ity . More tliauhairthelnvenlion* aud 
discoveries, which have added wonders 
to this world are the genius of the in- 
dustrious American. By careful ex- 
amination, we tiini that the labor of 
America from the farm hand to the 
professional labor, exceeds that of any 
other country. The high ladder of 
fame, which is reached only through 
true labor, Is the goal to which the 
American people are aiming. 

Through the inventions of our people 
the hand-crafts of America are disap- 
pearing, one by one. The watch ma- 
kers have yielded to wstch factories. 
The printer has lost his place at the 
press, aud only waits until the type- 
set ting and distributing machine shall 
drive him from the case and tell him to 
go op higher, to easier work, advanced 
employment and better wages. The 
little shops which lined the streets and 
dotted tits land by the road side have 
nearly all disappeared or been . turned 
into places of sale and repair. Such 
have beeu the changes since the Inven- 
tive mind discovered the appropriate 
use of these products of the genius of 


brought wealth to this country, hat al- 
so to foreign ones, calling Into being 
new forme of Industry both intellectu- 
al and physical, and has thus f urn isbed 
labor, new employment, most of them 
better paid .and of higher character 
than the old. 

The American laborer's wages ex- 
ceed that of any foreign laborers. We 
can see plainly that the American la- 
bor to-day tar exceeds that of any for- 
eign oountry, by the arrival daily of 
foreign laborers seeking labor. Through 
Industry the fame of Americas greatest 
men was made. Our great Poets, 
Statesmen and Warriors through their 
mental Industry have given to this 
country the name of "The land of the 
Intelligent and Brave." It bas made 
man the progressive being that he is to- 
day, showing him what Industry 
means by lifting America out of the 
darkness of silence Into the light of ac- 
tlvity. 

The American youth must be taught 
the principles of Industry while under 
the parental roof, f-<r If we see that the 
plant In spring puts forth no blossoms, 
we know that in summer there will be 
no beauty, and in an turn n ur> fruit, 'mi 
if the life of the American youth be 
trifled away, without the principles of 
Industry, llper years will be contempt- 
able and old age miserable, but if he Is 
taught the principles of Industry, be 
will in the future stand with head erect 
and the word, "Success," stamped on 
bis fore-head.

One of them, rising from 
a deck-hand of a rusty canal boat to 
the highest position attain a tile. The 
Industry of America Is left for each 
arising youth to better, be he a mer- 
chant, scholar or a man of science, 
but if he is armed with the principles 
of Industry, there Is a' sure road to suc- 
cess. He will go bravely forward and 
fearlessly meet the responsibilities of 
life as they arise, with the full deter- 
mination to yield to none. He will 
bear the burdens cheerfully and with 
courage, surmounting all obstacles that 
are hindrances, though they may be 
blessings in disguise. Aiming for one 
thing higher at each advancing step, 
thereby developing Increasing powers 
to activity. Thus every step lifts him 
one degree higher and nearer the goal. 
Then with liryant lie can exclaim ;— 
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Tbe industry of America has placed 
the markets of tbe world, financially, 
in tbe reach of all classes by its great 
competetlon with other countries, mul- 
tiplying largely tbe great wealth of the 
world and has thus provided more cap- 
ital; Unas oompellsd the seeking of 
more distant markets for its surplus 
products, and has thus set in motion 
a witter oommeree It bas not only

Tbe second aud last oration of the 
evening was delivered by B. L. Hilde- 
b<and, of Waterloo, Iowa, as follows : 

THE MISSION Or THE UN ION. 

Earth may pass away, nations sink 
into oblivion, but man lives to reltni in 
eternity. 

The foremost thinkers of the age be- 
lieve that nations have missions, and 
that their duration is determined by 
tbe liberality of the Laws and tbe devo- 
tion of tbe people to true morality. 
The Union's foes are idleness, lacknesa 
In m rals and it temperance. These 
demons are stalking throughout tbe 
land seeking to overthrow tbe nation's 
citadel and unless preoautton is taken 
e're many years, they will remove the 
foundation from this glorious Republic 
when it will fall never to rise again. 

Tbe Union bas been given a noble 
mission. The first and grandest part Is 
to demonstrate th* power of a free 
Bible Christianity. In Ash man was 
nurtured and taught the elements of 
law, in Europe be was schooled and 
fitted to enjoy the blessings of liberty 
while in America he unfolded beauti 


of oar government in 
the hearts of tbe people who In torn 
reproduced them In the statutes of the 
land. They united tbe people into one 
common brotherhood over which God 
rules as Father of all. 

The progress made In the last cen- 
tury as seen In the national records, 
portrays the marvellous advantages ac- 
cruing from these principles.

Just when tbe 
Union's mission will end Is not for me 
to say, but one thing certain so lone as 
she respects the Creator's decrees and 
labors for the good of humanity, that 
long will prosperity rest upon her ban- 
ners.
